A DOMESTIC TRAGEDY IN GREENE. 


Brother-in-Law Puts Another to 
Death—The Story of the Mur- 
der Told. 


One 


GREENSBORO, Ga., November 25.—[Special.] 


The trial of John W. Gilpin for the murder of, 


Charles J. Kilgore on the 6th day of July, last, 
has held the attention of thé superior court 
during the week. This case is one of the most 
noted in the history of Greene county. Gil- 
pin, it will be remembered, concealed himself 
on the roadside and shot Kilgore to death. He 
was tried at the September term of the court,and 
was granted a new trial, because the audience 
applauded at the conclusion of Solicitor Gray 
Lewis’s argument for the state. 
The Jury Struck. 

All day yesterday and until 10 o’clock today 
was consumed in striking a jury. Two hun- 
dred and ten tales jurors were summoned, and 
of this number about one hundred were retired 
for cause; twenty were stricken by the 
defense and nine by the state. The 
jury was sworn at about 10, being composed 
of nine farmers, two schoo! teachers and one 
merchant. The state is represented by So- 
licitor H. G. Lewis and Captain James B. 
Park ; the defense by Hons. H. T. Lewis and 
John C. Hart. 

The morning session of the court consisted 
in evidence by the state showing the manner 
of the murder: how Gilpin came to town that 
day, and without trarisacting any business, 
returned toward his home and secreted him- 
selfin some bushes on the railroad, waiting 
until Kilgore came, when -he raisea his gun 
and shot him twice, pursuing him and beat- 
ing him with the gun. 

The Defense Set Up. 

After proving the killing the state rested the 
case, and Captain Hart stated the line of de- 
fense. He said they would show that Kilgore, 
four years ago, had made threats against 
Gilpin; that at one time he was in Gilpin’s 
yard armed and swearing to kill him, while 
Gilpin’s wife and children were screaming 
and begging him. That after this repeated 
threats were made by Kilgore; that he se- 
creted himself about Gilpin's house and com- 
mitted other overt acts going to show his en- 
mity. Thata knowledge of these facts so 
worked upon Gilpin that he was afraid to go 
to his field alone or to eat with a light for fear 
of assassination. They would show that Kil- 
gore had made improper proposals to Gilpin’s 
wife, and it was with these fears pressing upon 
him and the necessity of defending his wife’s 
honor that he fired the fatal shots. 

The evidence is now being submitted on the 
part of the defendant. Great interest centers 
in the case and a large number is in attend- 
ance. The case will probably occupy two days 
more. 


BERESFORD’S WIFE SICK. 


The Motion for a New Trial in Progress 
in Floyd County. 

Rome, Ga., November 25.—{Special.]—The 
*Jord’s”’ motion fora new trial came up this 
afternoon at 2 o’clock, before Judge Maddox. 
Beresford was not present, he being allowed 
to attend the bedside of his sick wife at the 
Central hotel. Hon. L. A. Dean, Captian J. 
W. Ewing, W. W. Vandiver, Captain C. 
Rowell, Messrs. Seaborn and Moses Wright 
were present, representing the defendant. 
Solicitor General Nunnally, Judge Joel Bran- 
ham, Ha Hamilton, Colonel W.S8. Mc- 
Henry and Donald Harper for the prosecution. 
There were also one ortwo spectators. The 
afternoon was spent in perfecting the brief of 
evidence. The fifty-three grounds for a new 
trial have yet to be heard and argued. 

The condition of Beresford’s wife is alarming 
enough to havea physician, and Dr. J. B. 8 
Holmes is in attendance. Itis said her ex- 
posure around atthe jail by her husband’s 
side was perhaps the cause of her illness. The 
defendant has been unable to give the re- 
quired bail, though it was thought at one time 


_he would do so. 


A. BOLD ATTEMPT. 


Chloroform Thrown Through the Tran- 
80m. * 


LaGRanGE,Ga., November 25.—[Special, ]— 
A few nights ago, Mr. A. S. Ravenscroft, the 
efficient agent of the Atlanta and West Point 
Railroad at this place, while in his room at 
the Hotel Andrews, was awakened during the 
night by a very suffocating experience. Upon 
investigation it was found that some unknown 
fiend had attempted to murder him by means 
of throwing a considerable amount of chloro- 
sorm through the transom. 

When Mr. Ravenscroft first awoke he found 
himself in utter darkness, with no available 
means with which to protect himself. 

The object of the miscreant was, beyond all 
question, to procure the keys to the depot. 

Such conduct as thisis notin keeping with 
the average negro, but itis thought that this 
bold attempt was made by some white person 
who was familiar with the inside of the depot. 

Nothing has been said about this would-be 
murder before, with the hope of procuring 
some clue to the miscreant.

LIVINGSTON IN AUGUSTA. 
He Speaks to the Assembled Farmers of 


Two States on the Alliance. 


Avaeusta, Ga., November 25.—[Special.]— 
Today was alliance day at the exposition, and 
President Livingston, of the Georgia alliance, 
was here, and made a forcible address. He 
was introducrd by Hon. Martin V. Calvin. 

Mr. Livingston started out by explaining the 
principles of the alliance and the meaning of 
the subtreasury bill, as he considered that 
many in his audience, not being members of 
the order, did not know clearly what the pur 
poses of the alliance were. He was very 
earnest in his talk. 

The only hindrance tothe order, the colo- 
nel said, was from within and not from out of 
their kind. He emphatically said this country 
is in a depressed condition, and that mer- 
chants, bankers and cotton men were tremb- 
ling in their boots simply on account of the 
uncertainty of the financial condition. He 
said what farmers demanded was financial 
relief and tax relief, and when they get these 
a things they will have plenty and five bap- 
pier. 

He said that there isthe cry that there is 
overproduction of .cotton, tbutis is not so. 
Nothing is overproduced except fools and 
rascals. That Divine Providence who rules 
over the universe never wasted His gifts. He 
said that farmers were selling cotton 
at less than it cost them to make it, and it 
was because of the poor financial banking sys- 
tem and because speculators are holding the 
cotton. ' 

He referred to the talk that the strength of 
the alliance was weakening and the order 
would soon dissolve. In answer to that he 
said the wish was father of that thought, for 
the alliance was stronger now than: ever be- 
fore, and that it was going to tenaciously hold 
together and accomplish its object. 

He closed his address with an appeal to the 
audience to give the alliance their sympathy, 
for if the movement is successful good results 
will be enjoyed by all classes of people. 

Mr. Walsh afterwards arose and said while 
he differed with the alliance in some things, he 
did not oppose their legal demands, but he 
thought the best way for the farmers of the 
west and south to get redress was to stand 
by the democratic party, which was the party 
for all people, and regain the reins of this gov- 
ernment.

Over the Awarding of a Sewer Con- 
tract. 


THE TOWN FAIRLY TORN ASUNDER 


Over the Question of Investing $300,000 
in a System of Sewerage—A W ar- 
Like Meeting. 


Bruunswick, Ga., November 25.—{Special. ] 
Brunswick has a sensation now in the questiou 
of sewerage. 

After several years’ hard work Colonel C. 
P. Goodyear and afew enthusiastic supporters 
succeeded in winning an election for the issue 
of $300,000 worth of city bonds to be used ex- 
clusively in building « system of sewerage. In 
a few months bids were advertised for and a 
committee of councilmen visited several large 
cities investigating the workings of what is 
known as the West systen, this company 
offering to build this ‘system, -having 
made a favorable bid. The \committee re- 
ported favorably, and the bid accepted. 

The bidders, who were known as the Parsons 
Construction Company, started out in great 
shape under the managementiof H. C. Par- 
sons. Parsons wasa large mar with a deep 
voice, He was a plausible taker, and soon 
ingratiated himself into the estkmation of a 
number of Brunswickians, whonthe worked 
successfully. Money flowed into his-¢offers, 
and he promised immense things tae Houne- 
wick and her people. 


But one morning Parsons left for StiSist. 


mon’s island on a pleasure trip, and since then 
Brunswick has seen him no more. His cred- 
itors were numerous and the sum total of his 


debts ran into the thousands, while his assets, 


were one broken-down engine, two immense 
piles of sand and a holein the ground where 
the pumping station was intended to be loca- 
ted. The sewerage question was abandoned 
for the summer, but now it has 
come forward again, and a_ territic 
how] is being raised by its opponents. 

Bids were advertised for and opened before 
council.

This meeting was 
held and another adjournment ordered, and 
again the city fathers met, only 
to adjourn until today. In the mean- 
time, some large real estate owners have called 
@ meeting to discuss the situation, but really 
to protest against the acceptance of any bid. 

But, Brunswick needs sewerage, and those 
in position to accept or reject the bids will 
probably end by accepting them. Since the 
rumor became current that the city might de- 
cide to accept the Lewis-Mercer bid, another 
rumor has ~been _ started to the 
effect that should such happen, several 
taxpayers willserveaninjunction on the 
city and stop the proceedings. But prominent 
lawyers announce that this would be useless 
and itis now probable that Brunswick will 
soon have in course of construction one of the 
most complete systems of sewerage in the 
country. 

° A Sensation Developes. 

Mr. Dart, at a mass meeting Monday night, 
stated that Alderman Pennman made proposi- 
tions to him, in the nature of a bribe, to work 
for sewerage. Inacard, published in today’s 
Times, Alderman Pennman denied the charge, 
and said it was brought about over a friendly 
conversation, and ridiculed the idea of his try- 
ing to bribe any one. About 10 o’clock Dart 
met Pennman on Monk street, and hot 
words passed. Dart asked Pennman if he 
was armed. Pennman replied no, and Dart 
handed him a pistol, requesting him to defend 
himself. Pennman refused to take the pistol, 
and other words ensued, when the two sepa- 
rated walking in opposite directions.

A COMMITTEE OF BANKERS NAMED, 


Who Will Investigate the Affairs of 
the Company, 


UPON WHICH THE DIRECTORY WILL ACT. 


The Plan Is Considered Wise and Proper, 
and Oalculated to Strengthen the 
Concern.

The Secret Well Kept. 

In spite of this general rule President In- 
man has succeeded very thoroughly in keep- 
ing Wall street in absolute ignorance of the 
plans he has recently been maturing for the 
betterment of the Richmond Terminal affairs 
and a revival of confidence in 
Terminal securities.

Mrs. Brittain’s Boys’ Club---Its Origin 
and History. 


A MOST ‘CREDITABLE CONTRAST. 


The Good Accomplished by This Noble 
Woman in Three Months Is Be- 
yond Conception. 


Atlanta is blessed with good schools. 

It has public schools, private schools, busi- 
ness schools, day schools and night schools, 
but the one institution doing comparatively 
more good than any of thensis Mrs. Brittian’s 
Boys’ Club, or what might more appropriately 
be termed, school of moral and physical in- 
struction. 

If any one doubts this assertion all that’s ne- 
cessary to convince him will be to go and spend 
one evening with Mrs. Brittain and her three- 
fourthsof a hundred bright-faced, cheerful 
and gentlemanly little boys. 

Gentilemanly isa proper term now, but ap- 
plied to almost any one of the seventy-five 
boys some time ago who. now nightly congre- 
gate in the pleasant club-room at the corner of 
Bell and Decatur streets, it would have been 
@ misnomer. 

The contfast in the manners of these little 
cast-offs then and now is exceedingly credit- 
able to both them and their noble benefactress. 

The clubroom is neat, bright and pleasant, 
and of evenings just before Mrs. Brittain’s ar- 
rival, presents a rare scene of revelry, boyish 
glee and activity. They are usually found 
boxing, wrestling, skating, vaulting, etc., with 
the chairs all upset, on top of the tables and in 
every other imaginable style of disorder, but 
the moment the sound of Mrs. Brittain’s foot- 
fall is heard on the stairway the room 
is trahsformed into a model of 
neatness and order. The chairs are 
in artistic circles around the tables, the game 
cases all nicely arranged, and by the time she 
reaches the summit of the stiar you will see a 
half dozen rows of little boys as quiet as grave 
stones and a room that looks asif it had just 
left the hands of the best housekeeper in the 
city. 

All eyes are centered on Mrs. Brittain, and 
one by one the little fellows rise, and with a 
polite and manly bow, extend 
her thier hands. Mrs. Brittain raps on 
the floor, and the room is monotonously 
quiet after such a cyclone of noise and mis- 
chievous amusetnentsina moment. She makes 
her annoucements, reproves those reported as 
having been naughty, and then outlines the 
programme forthe evening’s entertainment. 
Everybody is all attention and all aresoon en- 
gaged in some one of the many interesting 
games prepared for theiramusement. If Mrs. 
Brittain discovers that any one present has 
soiled hands or face, he is immediately 
made to leave. But now it is very 
seldom that a soiled face is seen in that crowd. 
They have learned that Mrs. Brittain will not 
tolerate it, and within three short months’ in- 
struction boys whose faces had not been clean 
for months appear each night without a spot, 

The room is equipped with comfortable 
seats, nice pictures, a piano, an organ, hat and 
coat racks, and long rows of tables, covered 
with tiddledywinks, checkers and other games 
for the boys to amuse themselves with. 
Around the room is suspended stringers of 
bunting figured with the stars and stripes, 
hanging faround in artistic bunches of mistle- 
toe and evergreen branches, which, under the 
glow of the bright light, as it glitters brightly 
against the walls and ceiling of the neat, well- 
kept rooms, presents an unusually pleasan 
and cheerful scene. 

Origin and Success. 

The origin and success of this institution is 
interesting. 

Mrs. E. M. Brittain, who is doingso much 
for Atlanta’s poor and friendless, conceived 
the idea and put it into execution. In her 
daily rounds hunting the poor and helpless she 
would meet the little street waifs, with torn 
clothes and soiled flesh, looking as if they did 
not, nor ever did, have a friend in their lives. 
Her whole heart went out to these little un- 
fortunate fellows, who by no fault of theirown 
had to face the world under such unfavorable 
circumstances, with no one to offer a word of 
encouragement or advice. And it was this 
woman's Christianity, love for humanity and 
sympathy for the world’s unfortunates that 
prompted her to establish the Boys’ Club, in 
which she is now accomplishing so much good 
for the little street waifs and cast offs of At- 
lanta. 

She secured the room where the institution 
is now conducted until the Ist of January, 
1891. She appealed to a few kind-hearted 
gentlemen for assistance, and they agreed to 
give ber a certain amount monthly to pay the 
rent and defray the incidental expenses. She 
invited the boys to meet her at the clubroom, 
through the papers of the city, and on the 
opening night there were about fifty boys pres- 
ent, and the membership has steadily in- 
creased, and now there are about seventy 
regular attendants. 

he boys are permitted to play games most 
of the evening, but before adjourning Mrs. 
Brittain tells them some pretty story with a 
sound, deep moral, reads to them from some 
good book and gives them instructions in 
polite behavior and other things calculated 
to elevate their standard of conduct. At 
first it was almost impossible to keen order, 
and they obeyed when they felt like 
it, and when they did not a. didas they 
pleaged. It is different now. They are polite, 
courteous and obedient. The first few weeks 
they would come with soiled faces and hands, 
but such a sight would be hooted out of the 
room now. They are respectful and courteous 
to Mrs. Brittain, and obliging and polite to 
each other. 

She intends to convert the club into a night 
industrial school ina few weeks, and asks the 
encouragement of Atilanta’s generous and 
kind-hearted citizens in this move. 

After the Ist of January the Young Men’s 
Chnstian Association will furnish Mrs. 
Brittain a competent teacher to give the 
boys lessons in physical instructions. Then 
she wants to buy some cots to put into the 
room for little boys who are picked upon the 
streets at night by policemen, instead of lock- 
ing them up-in the city prison. Then she will 
finally add a penny soup counter for newsboys 
and other street workers. 

She will give them a grand Thanksgiving 
snpper tonight, andinvites ail the friendless 
boys ofthe city. She requests that some .mer- 
chant send her.a few yards of blue ribbon for 
badges for her club members. 

Mrs. Brittain’s work is sagt Sg much 
good, and ought to beencouraged. The Boys’ 
Club is a most beneficialand commendable 
institution. oe

A Big Registration. 

The fact that the city registration runs 
over seven thousand five hundred is very 
gratifying to the supporters of the citi- 
zens’ movement. 

A few weeks ago THE CONSTITUTION 
sounded a note of warning. The atten- 
tion of the people was called to the ac- 
tivity of the opposition in registering. 
This opposition was organized in the sum- 
mer months in advance of the citizens’ 
movement. It was organized and drilled 
before it was known that there would be 
a citizens’ ticket in the field. 

The conservative people of the city, 
who were tired of bitter strife and fac- 
tional agitation, came together, and, with 
wonderful unanimity, agreed upon a mu- 
nicipal ticket of representative men. Their 
next step was to register. They needed 
no urging, but made a rush for the reg- 
istration books. 

Everything is ready now for the elec- 
tion, and it isa foregone conclusion that 
the citizens’ ticket will be elected by a 
tremendous majority. This means peace, 
prosperity and progress for Atlanta. 
The. full registration makes it a cer- 
tainty that a sufficiently heavy vote will 
be polled, thus enabling us to settle the 
matter of the waterworks bonds. 

Atlanta is to be congratulated upon the 
outlook. 


The Convention Peddled Out. 

The republican executive committee has 
been carrying a debt of $60,000. It seems 
to haye been aneasy debt to carry, otherwise 
the money necessary to settle it could have 
been raised by further squeezing the pro- 
tected interests which are permitted by re- 
publican legislation to robthe people. Still 
it isa debt, and in order to settle it the re- 
publican convention was put up at auction. 
It was bid off by Minneapolis for $100,000, 
' go that the executive committee has $40,000 
to spare to add to the general corruption 
fund. The entire transaction is thoroughly 
characteristic of republican methods. For 
many years the leaders of the party have 
depended more on the amount of their cor- 
ruption fund than on their principles, and 
they have so managed matters as to keep on 
hand a plentiful supply of boodle. 

The republicans have nothing to gain by 
holding their national convention in a Min- 
nesota city. It is true that some of the 
democratic lightning-bug hunters have sug- 
gested the possibility of taking Minnesota 
out of the republican column, but this sug- 
gestion has never been seriously considered 
by those who desire to make a safe campaign. 
The republican convention has gone to Min- 
nesota for the cold cash there is in it, and 
for nothingelse. 

We trust the democrats will not make the 
mistake of auctioning off their convention. 
However much the democrats may need 
money for campaign purposes they cannot 
afford to sell their convention toa city where 
the influence of the body would be wasted. 
They must take advantage of every event 
and incident to further strengthen the party 
at points where additional strength is needed 
to insure success. 

As matters now stand the democratic con- 
vention should be held in New York, where 
the influence of its presence may be used to 
strengthen and confirm democratic hopes 
and prospects in that state. If, for any rea- 
sov that may be developed later, it may be 
deemed unnecessary to take the convention 
to New York city, then it should goto In- 
dianapolis. 


A Chapter of Russian Horrors. 
It is now estimated that the famine in 
Russia will involve 40,000,000 people. 
A calamity so wide-spread and terrible 
shocks more fortunate nations. It is no or- 
dinary famine. The area and the number 
of people thus smitten make it out of the 
question for outside aid to accomplish much. 
Entire districts are deserted, and the sur- 
vivors in some localities are too feeble to 
bury theirdead. Parents kill their children 
to save them from starvation, and then com- 
mit suicide themselves. 
All this is horrible, but these starving 
Russians have acted in a way that should 
bring the severest punishment upon their 
heads. In April last an imperial edict was 
issued which deprived Jewish artisans and 
traders of the right of residence in Moscow. 
The authorities held the edict and kept it a 
secret until the Passover. On the first day, 
the fact was made public that in future 
Jewish traders and artisans would not be 
permitted to enter Moscow. On the second 
day it was announced that the Jews residing 
in Moscow would speedily be forced to leave. 
With a refinement of cruelty the author- 
ities made two doses of the edict, and admin- 
istered them duringthe Passover. Harold 
Frederic says: ‘‘A shriek of dismay went 
up, drowning the chant of the festival. 
Women swarmed screaming through the 
narrow streets to the synagogue, In thou- 
sands of homes parents looked at each other 
with agonized faces over the leads of their 
children, and even as they gazed heard the 
clatter of the Cossacks in the streets outside.’’ 
The barbarous persecution of the Jews is a 
crime shared by the Russian people. The 
ezar and his officiais are not the only guilty 
ones. All classes, including the wretches 
who are now starving to death, engaged in 
the sport of man-hunting. They robbed the 
Jews, assaulted and murdered some, and 
imprisoned qjhers. They broke up homes 
and families, and carried sorrow and poverty 
to hundreds of thousands of firesides. 

And now the Russians are in trouble, 
‘The czar and the aristocracy dread a revo- 
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‘strating it.

afamine. Perhaps itis allright. If the 
curse of God has fallen upon Russia nobody | 
will wonder at it. 


The Democrats:and Free Coinage. 

We print elsewhere a communication from 
Mr. Hooper Alexander, in which he under- 
takes to give what seems to him “‘an unan- 
swerable reason’’ why the free coinage issue 
should not figure in the next democratic 
platform. Mr. Alexander gives several rea- 
sons, but we have not discovered the unan- 
swerable one, and we leave our readers to 
find it out for themselves. 

One of his reasons is that there are some 
democrats who do not believe in free coinage, 
But is this a reason? There always has 
been and always will be differences of opinion 
among democrats *as to matters of policy. 
What is true of the silver issue was true of 
the ‘‘tariff forrevenue only’’ issue, There 
were democrats who urged a more modest 
policy until the party spoke, and that was 
the end of their objections. 

Another of Mr. Alexander’s reasons is 
that some democrats interpret previous plat- 
forms as opposing the free coinage of silver. 
Weare curious to know what basis there can 
be for such a wonderful interpretation. We 
remember the declaration that the demo- 
cratic party ‘‘is in favor of gold and_ silver, 
the money of the constitution,’’ and if this 
is not a demand for the remonetization of 
silver, those who put the declaration in the 
platform were intent on deceiving the public. 

A third reason given by our correspondent 
is that the republican senate will be against 
us on the silver as on the tariff issue. Yet 
we know that there are enough republicans 
in the senate pledged to free coinage to carry 
the measure through that body; we know 
that it was only by means of the silver issue 
that the force bill was defeated. This much 
is certain; it belongs to current history. 

A fourth reason that Mr. Alexander givés 
is a statement that ‘‘it is proven that we can- 
not, win’’ on the free coinage issue. This is 
merely an opinion, and it may be very safely 
held by those who want to shut their cyes 
to facts. The silver question was not really 
an issue in Ohio. The democrats ran away 
from it, and refused to discuss it. 

A fifthereason is that ‘‘no party can carry 
New York, or New England or any New 
Englard state’ with the silver plank. The 
democratic party cannot and does not even 
hope to carry New England. As to New 
York, it is notorious fact that some of the 
most distinguished democrats of that state 
are in favor of free coinage. Wall street 
and the associated banks have never been 
able to control the democrats of New York. 
The financial plank in the state platform 
was not a declaration against free coinage. 
Allfree coinage men are in favor of an 
honest dollar. 

Thus when our correspondent says that 
‘*to put in the free coinage plank is demon- 
strably to throw away the election,’’ he 
merely states an opinion without demon- 
There is absolutely nothing to 
show that the democratic voters of New 
York are opposed to free coinage, whereas 
the attitude of some of the leading democrats 
of the state is sufficient to prove that the 
issue has its attractions for them. 

We leave ourreaders to select our corre- 
spondent’s unanswerable reason. 


A Vexed Question. 

An English traveler, whois quarantined for 
a few days on an island near Boston, com- 
plains that he is deprived of his liberty 
without cause, and is left without a remedy. 

The Englishman, like many of his coun- 
trymen, is strongly opposed to vaccination. 
In his country there is a large anti-vaccina- 
tion league. Mr. Gladstone and many other 
distinguished men are members of this pecu- 
liar society. 

Of course the point is made by the victim 
of quarantine near Boston that his conscien- 
tious scruples on the subject should be re- 
spected. He moreover believes that vaccina- 
tion freequently poisons the blood and causes 
death, while it is not an absolutely certain 
safeguard against smallpox. From his point 
of view it is an outrage to practically hold 
him as a prisoner because he has never been 
vaccinated. 

This question has been argued again and 
again, and always with the same result. 
When the majority in a community believe 
that the public health requires the enforce- 
ment of certain precautionary measures it is 
safe to say that they will go straight ahead 
without regard to the conscientious scruples 
of others. In the matter of vaccination the | 
American people are almost a unit in its fa- 
vor. The minority will have to yield. Mr. 
Gladstone and other distinguished men may 
protest with all their energy, but they will 
not shake the confidence of our people in 
their chosen method of fighting smallpox. 

It is a hardship for a man to be quaran- 
tined when he honestly believes that there is 
no cause for it, but he will have to make 
the best of it. He has no remedy. And he 
would avoid all this trouble by giving up his 
fad and drifting quietly along with the ma- 
jority. se

And if anythingof the kindis under- 
taken Atlanta will respond generously Some 
of the confederate veterans were speaking 
about it yesterday and it was their opinion 
that a largesum could be quickly raised if 
some one would take the initiative. Their 
idea was that the work, if begun, 
should be pushed rapidly. 

Probably the best way to raise a fund would 
be to put the matter in the hands of the 
southern women. They would gladly hold a 
fair or give an entertainment in every commu- 
nity. Fix upon one date for the fairs and be- 
gin every one on the same night and in a week 
a handsome fund could be raised. Atlanta, 
Montgomery, Jackson, New Orleans, 
Louisville, Memphis, Nashville, Savan- 
nah, Charleston, Augusta, and Rich- 
mond would raise $100,000in a week. 
Other cities and towns and villages would 
swell this to half a million dollars. Such a 
sum, properly invested, would give a splendid 
income for the widow and the beléved 
daughter, Miss Winnie.

CINCINNATI, O., November 23.—Editor Cunstitu- 
tion: Being a member of the Fulton Gun Club, 
and aware of the interest felt by its members in 
the perpetuation of the game in Georgia and its 
protection against that class of sportamen who 
hunt and fish both in and out of season, regardless 
of the laws of both nature and man, I write this 
short article that the members of our club may 
have some idea of the excellent work which has 
been done in Ohio by the Cuvier Club of Cincin- 
nati. It has been my pleasure to meet today Hon. 
H. C. Culbertson, president, and G. F. Blackburn, 
secretary of this club. « 

Mr. Blackburn has been secretary of this club 
for seventeen years, and he is also secretary of 
a board of trade of Cincinnati. It was during 
my visit to the board of trade rooms that I met 
Mr. Blackburn, and, as kindred natures recognize 
each other, we were soon led from the discussion 
of deep water for Savannah and other commercial 
problems into the discussion of the field sports.

Of course our people need to be educated on 
this subject,and we should strive to beget a whole- 
some sentiment in tavor of the protection of 
game. No law is operative unless it is backed by 
healthy sentiment, and it should be our purpose to 
create this sentiment, for without it the game of 
Georgia will be extinct in afew years. Perhaps no 
other state in the union is in more danger of hav- 
ig its game destroyed as we are,tor it is well known 
that we have in Georgia a worthless class whose 
highest ambition is to own a lean dog and a shot- 
gan, with which they go forth to destroy game 

th in and out of season. This article is written 
with the hope of inspiring within our young men 
a healthy interest in the subject of game protec- 
tion, that we may secure not only to ourselves but 
to future generations the pleasure of field sport 
and at the same time may protect the animals o 
the country from that ruthless class who go forth 
to destroy at that season when innocent creatures 
should be protected.

ATLANTA, Ga., November 24.—Editor Constitu- 
tion: In your issue of this date appears an edi- 
torial article entitied “One Issue or All,” in which 
you insist that the demovratic party ought to 
make whatis called thefree coinage of silvera 
prominent plank in the next national platform.

. That argument, as understand

presidential election on the tariff reform plank 
we still cannot reform the tariff because the sen- 
ate is republican. Wiil we be any better off if we 
win in that as on any other issue? The 
senate will still be against us. The only thing we 
can do, therefore, is to secure the presidency and 
then keep up the fight till we get the senate. 

Now, can we win at all if we put in the free 
coinage plank? It is proven that we cannot. We 
lost Ohio this year because of that plank. No 
party can carry New York or New England or any 
New England state with that plank. You say it 
won us lowa. I donot think so; but grant that 
you are right. We cannot elect a president in 
any case without New York, though we gain haif 
a dozen Iowas. Nocalculation is worth a copper 
that omits New York. To putin the free coinage 
plank is demonstrably to throw away the elec- 
tion.

And, as bas been stated, the number of reg- 
istered voters is larger than has ever been 
known for any previous city election. 

The list of registered voters added up a total 
of 7,527. 

While the city clock, was striking 
9 the last voter was being sworn. 
Before the nine strokes were finished the 
yoter had been sworn, and the books were 
closed. 

“Thank God,”’ said Assistant Banks, as he 
added up the day’s registration. 

“We certainly have something to be thank- 
fal for Thanksgiving Day,’’ echoed Mr. Henry 
Middlebrooks, Mr. Maddox’s other assistant. 

And they have. If anybody has had a hard 
week’s work it has been the gentlemen con- 
nected with Mr. C. K. Maddox’s office. 

Yesterday was the busiest day of al), 
and the number registering was nearly twice 
as large as on any former day. 

Of the total number—788, there were 388 
white and 400 colored. 

The first and sixth wards led in the point of 
numbers, returning 156 and 157 respectively. 
Of those registering inthe first ward sixty- 
three were whites and ninety-three colored; 
in the sixth there were eighty-eight white and 
sixty-nine colored. The sixth ward repeated 
its old trick of being ahead at the night’s foot- 
ing up. 

In the second ward seventy-eight white and 
thirty-one colored voters registered. 

In the third ward, thirty-three white and 
fifty colored. - 

In the fourth, forty-nine white and eighty- 
five colored. 

And in the fifth, seventy-seven white and 
seventy-two colored. 

A stream of voters poured into the city tax 
collector’s office all day long and up till 9 
o’clock last night, filing up to the window 
where the tired assistants rattled off the oath 
in a monotonous tone of voice. 

Some funny, laughable scenes were wit- 
nessed in the office and in the corridorsin 
which the belated voter seeking to register was 
a central figure. But there was no time to 
laugh, for before a voter had time to subscribe 
to the oath he would be pushed saSide 
by another voter, who was in a hurry to reg- 
ister. 

Even after the books were closed last night 
two voters sauntered into the clerk’s office, and 
peering into the window, called for the ‘‘reg- 
ister man.”’ :

She found that they 
had moved away, and here she was in a 
strange city without a penny and achild one 
month old.

A Yery Bright Young Man Becomes a 
Physical Wreck. 


HIS BROTHER TELLS THE DISMAL STORY, 


A Famous Lightning Calculator Loses His 
Powers—He Smoked Day and Night, 
and His Reason Is Gone. 


Mr. David Westervelt, a young man about 
eighteen years of age, was to have been taken 
before Ordinary Calhoun on a writ of lunacy, 
but his. brother, Mr. Edward Westervelt, de- 
cided to take him to a private asylum for the 
insane in Germantown, Pa. 

Yesterday the brothers left Atlantaon the 
Richmond and Danville railroad for Philadel- 
phia. They were accompanied by a professional 
nurse. 

Mr. Edward Westervelt talked to a reporter 
of THR ConsTITUTION just before his depart- 
ure and gave an account of his brother’s 
case. 

“My brother,” said he, ‘‘is beyond question 
a victim of the poisonous cigarette. I am cer- 
tain of it, for I have watched him closely for 
several months, ever since he has been with me 
here in Atlanta. For several years he has been 
an inveterate smoker of cigarettes, but up to a 
few months ago I did not realize that they 
were sapping his vitality and undermining his 
intellect. He was the brightest student in the 
Mox academy at Germantown and graduated 
from that institution with honors. He was 
confessedly the ablest mathematician in the 
entire school. Why, he was literally a light- 
ning calculator, and could perplex the profes- 
sors with his wonderful process of working the 
most difficult examples in arithmetic and the 
higher branches of mathematics. 

‘‘A bout two months ago I asked him to give 


an exhibition of his powersand he made a 


complete failure. The faculty of calculating 
numbers seems to have lett himall at once. 
After that he never could do the queer things 
in figures that had so awed us before.”’ 

"Io you ascribe the loss of his powers to the 
cigarette habit ?”’ 

“Yes, I do, for my brother is quite bereft of 
his reasoning faculties. He has not been able 
to work the simplest problems for months, 
whereas, before that time he could astound 
the wisest professors. The Philadelphia Times 
once reported his feats in lightning mathe- 
matics* and that paper declared he was equal 
to the famous Coburn or the modern Eppling.

Yesterday. 


THE TWO DOCTORS THE DEFENDANTS. 


‘Both Enter a Plea of Not Guilty to the 
Charge of Disorderly Conduct—A 
Fine of $10 Each. 


The last scene in the Nicolson-Thomas 
trouble was enacted yesterday afternoon, be- 
fore Judge Andy Calhoun. 

The case occupied nearly three hours, but in 
that time the courtroom wag crowded beyond 
all comfort. People stood on benches, on 
windows, on railings and even on the judge’s 
stand to catch the proceedings. 

Every class was represented, doctors and 
lawyers predominating. 

‘They were anxious to hear the case as they 
knew it would come out in court, and every 
one present listened with interest to the vari- 
ous features. 

No case in the police court has attracted a 
bigger crowd or been watched more eagerly. 
The high character of the two defendants had 
much to do with it. 

Dr. Thomas appeared in court, represented 
by Mr. Thomas Leftwich. 

Dr. Nicolson had Captain Jackson for his 
attorney. Both defendants stood calmly await- 
ing the termination of the trial. 

Officer Brooks first told how he had seen the 
fight and assisted in stoppingit. It was 6 
o'clock, and he had just gone from the station 
house. It was one of the most violent fights 
he had ever seen. 

That made out the case, and then Dr, 
Thomas was put on the stand. 

Dr. Thomas’s Version. 


“Tt all started,’’said Dr. Thomas, “by my 
advertising in the papers. After an interval 
I stated that I had resigned from the college. 
I intended to keep on advertising. I went up 
first to Dr. Nicolson and said to him: ‘Doctor, 
] suppose you have seen my card, I have 
come up here because I did not wish to injure 
the college, to let you know thatI am going 
to resign.’

Nicolson had not spoken the truth about my 
conduct, and that was a member of the 
faculty, My name also occurred under the 
name of the faculty. I went on to prove that 
Dr. Nicolson had violated the very rule he 
said I had. 

“On Sunday I went tochurch and was in 
the choir, when I noticed my father coming in 
late. When the services were over I met him, 
and he told me, ‘They’re after you with 
sticks.’

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HER LIFE STORY. 


Romantic History of the Countess Sadie 
de Arostogui. 


THE STORY OF HER FIRST MARRIAGE. 


The Cruel Treatment of Her First Husband 
Followed by Separation—Her 
Life in Atlanta. 


The life story of the Countess Arostogui, 
who was married so quietly at St. Philip’s 
church last Monday, has a tinge of romance 
about it that would docredit to a novelistic 
Invention. 

Wilkie Collins, the novelist, who created 
many weird fancies, never conceived any- 
thing more deeply romantic. Indeed, the 
history of the countess’ life reads like a chap- 
ter from one of Collins’s weired tales. 

When the announcement of her quiet mar- 
riage was first made known, the information 
concerning her was very meager. No one who 
knew her past could be found, and the news- 
paper stories concerning her Jife were necessa- 
rily vague and unreliable. When the full 
facts of the quiet wedding at St. Philip’s were 
made known in yesterday’s CONSTITUTION, 
those who have known the countess for years 
came forward and told the story of her life. 

Y. Sadie de Barnwall Arostogui, Countess 
de Bedcourt, the lady who was recently wed- 
ded to Mr. Frederich Townsend, has fresided 
in Atlanta for ten years. She has many 
friends in the city, who have known her for 
several years, and speak of herin the highest 
terms. 

She is not a Spanish lady, at all, but belongs 
to one of the oldest and best families of South 
Carolina, named Barnwall, she having been a 
Miss Sadie Barnwall. 

When quite young her father removed to 
New Orleans, where she grew into beautiful 
womanhood. She had two sisters, very near 
her own age, who yet reside in New Orleans. 
Miss Sadie Barnwall was a social favorite, be- 
ing ofa light, vivacious disposition, and was 
courted by many of the gallant knights of that 
festive city. . 

She was won and married, however, by a 
Cuban, Count Arostogui, who was ex- 
tremely handsome, and was_ possessed 
of immense wealth. The marriage,which was 
consummated under such bright and auspic- 
ious circumstances, was an unhappyone. The 
young count was a fierce brute, and treated 
his tender young bride cruelly. They lived 
together for a year or two, but the young 
wife’s existence was a miserable one, made so 
by the shameful treatment she received from 
her husband. His treatment of her finally be- 
came so bad that she left him and went to 
New York. Not only was his treatment of her 
most inhuman, but he added insult to injury 
by paying his devotions at another shrine than 
the one at which they properly belonged. 

The young countess spent some time in New 
York, living in the utmost grief and seclusion, 
telling her sad story tonone. In ashort time 
she came to Atlantain her wanderings, seek- 
ing forgetfulness of the miserable past. 

She liked the city and took up her abode at 
the old Kimball, before it was destroyed. She 
lived very quietly and her circle of friends 
Was very small, asshe seemed to care little 
for making acquaintances. 

After living at the Kimball for some time 
she went to the Arlington hotel, on Marietta 
street, and has lived there, with the exception 
of several months each year spent in New 
York or abroad, ever since. 

Mr. Loderick M. Dimmick, proprietor of the 
Arlington hotel, speaks of the countess in the 
most complimentary terms. 

“She has,”’ said he, “‘lived at the Arlington 
for nearly ten years, and I have never known 
a more perfect Jady. She was always retiring 
in her disposition, but was very popular among 
her circle of acquaintances. She went to New 
York and New Orleans often while here, on 
visits to relatives and friends or on business.’’ 

The countess madeatourof England and 
the continent this year, and returned to At- 
lanta only about two months ago. Upon her 
return she made the announcement that she 
was to be married in a few weeks. 

She Jeft the Arlington during the exposi- 
tion and went to board at the Kimball, where 
she was stopping at the time of her marriage. 

The countess has considerable means, and 
has, through Mr. W. M. Scott, the real estate 
man, invested tosome extent in Atlanta dirt. 
She has a superb collection of jewels, consist- 
ing of many costly stones and other elegant 
jewelry. 

She speculated largely through Henry 
Clews & Co., of Wall street. Specula- 
tion in stocks was her hobby, and 
she was enthusiastic on this subject. She de- 
voted much attention to this fad of hers, 
although she was repeatedly advised by 
friends not to risk money in speculating. She 
was passably fortunate, however, and never 
lost to any great extent. 

A few years ago she employed Judge 
Emory Speer and obtained a total divorce 
from her first husband, through the Atlanta 
courts. 

She was a member of the Catholic church, 
and frequently attended Father Keiley’s 
church. 

Sheand her husband, Mr. Frederich E. 
Townsend will return to Atlanta in the course 
of a week or so, and will make Atlanta their 
home. 

Mrs. Townsend has many true friends in 
Atlanta who are glad tosee her happily mar- 
ried, after so many years of trouble and _ sor- 
row.

A report was 
then received from New York that foreigners were 
free sellers there, and local longs were also found to be 
unloading, and the bears were said to be putting out 
good lines.

During the last hour, -however, there wasa rally to 
92%,c on the strength of a dispatch from New York 
saying that a cablegram was published to the effect 
that Russia will have to import about 60,000,000 bushels 
of wheat to supply the wants of the nation, and that 
the minister of the ini@rior had been dismissed by the 
ezar for concealing the gravity of the situation so long 
and allowing so much wheat to be exported. While 
this report was not confirmed, it made traders ner- 
vous and the close was nearly at the top—92'sc. The 
strength in November corn continued.

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THE ANNIVERSARY 


Of One of the Bloodiest Battles of the 
Late War. 


GRAPHIC DESCRIPTION OF THAT DRAMA, 


Twenty-Hight Years Ago the Battle of Mis- 
sionary Ridge Was Fought—The BSur- 
vivorsin Atlanta. 


Yesterday was the twenty-eighth anniver- 
gary of the battle of Missionary Ridge, one of 
the most sanguinary conflicts that occurred in 
the neigborhood of Chattanooga during the 
war between the states, 

The battle was fought the 25th of Novem- 
ber, 1863. 

The bloodiest battle of the war was the bat- 
tle of Chickamauga, which began in the 
morning of September 19, 1863, and lasted 
unti] sundown the nextday. In this engage- 
ment more than one hundred thousand men 
fought. Thirty thousand dead and wounded 
were left upon the field. 

Second only to this was the battle of Mis- 
gionary Ridge. 

The union cohorts were marshaled by 
Grant, Sherman, Sheridan, Rosecrans, 
Thomas, McPherson, Schofield, Hooker, 
Corse, Blair, Harper, Kilpatrick, Stoneman 
and other illustrious warriors. 

The gray-clad soldiers of the lost cause were 
led by such generals as Bragg, Hardee, Hood, 
Polk, Longstreet, Cleburne, Breckinridge, 
Buckner, 
Wheeler. > Sear 

In no battle of modern times was there a 
more dazzling display of military genius on the 
part of the officers or of a more heroic bravery 
by the soldiery. 

Shortly after midnight of November 24th, 
Sherman received orders from Grant, whose 
headquarters was at Orchard Knob, to attack 
the confederate forces. 

At sunrise, Corse’s brigade of Ewing’s di- 
vision, which was to form the assaulting col- 
umn, aided by Lightburen’s regiment,advanced 
to within eighty yards of the confederate en- 
trenchments on the mountain sides. 

The federal forces succeeded in establishing 
themselves upon a secondary ridge, and their 
reserves were brought upto this point. The 
plans had been well matured and all prepara- 
tions were made for the assault. The confed- 
erate works were on Tunnel Hill. 

A valiant charge was made by Sherman 
early in the day, but he wasrepclsed. Other 
assaults followed. Every time the union sol. 
diers were driven back with great loss of life. 

Finally the confederates, under General 
Cleburne, rushed over the breastworks with 
the terrific ‘rebel yell.” 

A distinguished writer gives this graphic 
description of the drama which followed: 

‘‘Like an inspiration from the genii of ruin, 
it seemed to arouse those from whose throats 
it leaped forth, to more than mortal energy ; 
and now from 10,000 muskets, and from a 
score of cannon, there poured forth an inces- 
sant blaze which scattered carnage and death 
for hundreds of yards around. So continuous 
and rapid was this that the mountain seemed 
literally on fire; and the murky clouds of 

smoke, enveloping its summit, and rising 
majestically toward the heavens, combined 
with the tumultuous roar from their midst, 
presented, in terrific grandeur, the veritable 
appearance of a volcanic eruption; while the 
air, above and around the assaulting columns, 
was obscured by the puffs of smoke from the 
bursting shells, which hurled their fragments 
in a thousand directions among the federal 
ranks, or, screamed through the forest, tore 
whole trees to pieces, scattering the branches 
with swaths of destruction on every side. 
General Sherman was driven in confusion to 
the valley; and General Grant, seeing that it 
was only a siaughterof men to continue the 
assault, ordered General Sherman back into 
the valley a mile und a half, to await a signal, 
which sigual was to depend upon the move- 
ments of General Hooker. General Thomas’s 
attack was also to depend upon the move- 
ments of Hooker; the latter was unexpectedly 
retarded in his movements from kout 
mountain. Osterhaus’s division began its 
march to Rossville at 10 o0’clock, and the rest 
of Hooker’s command followed, with the ex- 
ception of two regiments left upon the summit 
of Lookout mountain. 

On arriving at Chattanooga creek it was 
found that the confederates had destroyed the 
bridge, and here Hooker was delayed for full 
three hours. Osterhaus was now pushed 
across, and, hurrying on to Rossville Gap, 
flanked the confederates. 

At 3:30 o’clock Generals Thomas, Granger, 
Meigs, Hunter and Reynolds were in consuita- 
tion with General Grant upon Orchard Knob, 
The critical moment seemed near at hand. 
At 3:40 o’clock General Granger is seen to 
mount the breastworks of Bridge’s battery at 
Orchard Knob. A command is given, and the 
booming of six cannon shots, at intervals of 
two seconds, is heard rolling over the plains. 
The confederate ranks were decimated; the 
loss was fearful. The fortunes of the day 
were decided, and the union flag floated 
triumphantly over the ridges where the con- 
federates had beenintrenched. —

He reviewed the entire case 
from beginning to end, bringing out the 
Strongest points of the defense we gene | to 
show self-defense and depicting in most pathetic 
andeloquent words the agony of those loving 
brothers and heart-broken mother when they first 
learned that the virginity of their household had

The Offices at the Capitol Shut Up for 
Thanksgiving Day. | 


THE GOVERNOR GOES TO AUGUSTA. 


The Railroad Commission in Session Yes- 
terday—The Decision of the Court Mar- 
tialin the Appler Case, 


. 


All the state departments at the capitol will 
be closed today and the officials and assistants 
will observe Thanksgiving. 

The spirit of Governor Ben Tillman, the 
one-eyed executive of South Carolina, which 
inspired him to write in his Thanksgiving 
proclamation, which was received at the ex- 
ecutive department some days ago, ‘‘that it is 
befitting a people that they should return 
thanks tothe Great Ruler once a year,”’ has in- 
fused them, and theirannual thankfulness has 


come. 

Governor Northen will spend the day seeing 
the Augusta exposition. Today is South Car- 
olina day at that show, and will be the biggest 
of the exposition. 

Mr. Stanhope Sams, private secretary to the 
governor, will eat his Thanksgiving turkey at 
his home in Decatur. Secretaries Warren and 
Harrison will remain in the city. All the 
other offices in the capitol will be closed 
today. 

Governor Northen yesterday issued the fol- 
lowing order about closing the offices to- 
day; 

The 26th day of November, instant, having been 
designated by executive proclamation as a day of 
public thanksgiving and praise, itis ordered that 
the offices of the executive department be closed 
on that day. W.J. NoRTHEN, Governor. 

The officials put in extra work yesterday so 
as to not get behind by laying off for Thanks- 
giving Day. 

Paid the Reward. 

About two weeks ago the governor offered a 

reward of $150 for the capture of Walter 


Ponder. 

Ponder was captured a day orso ago and is 
now behind the bars of the Fulton county 
jail. Yesterday Policeman B. T. Wilson, of 
the Atlanta police force, called for the re- 
ward which he had earned by capturing 
Ponder. The$150 was paid him. The cap- 
ture of Ponder was a good piece of work. 

The Railroad Commission. 


he railroad commission was in session most 
of the day yesterday transacting routine busi- 
ness. 
The decision in the Albany depot case was 
yésterday rendered and sent to the superin- 
tendents of the different railroads entering 


Albany. 

It sets forth that the people of Albany have 
asked for better depot facilities, and, after an 
investigation by the commission of the citi- 
zens’ demands, the commission had decided 
that a union depot-should be built. The com- 
mission was somewhat puzzled at first, owing 
to the fact that five railroads converge at Al- 
bany, and it was a complex question as to how 
many depots and how large they should be. 

The roads are given until January Ist to de- 
cide whether they will build the depot... 

Colonel Irwin, representing the Alabama 
Midland, appeared, before the commission and 
asked that that road be relieved from the oper- 
ation of Rule 1, which makes leased lines 
oe tothe same rates as the roads that 

them. 

The commission will render its decision in 
this case by December Ist. 

The remainder of the day was occupied by 
the commission in looking over the rates and 
facts submitted by the télegraph and express 
companies. This work is quite tedious and’ 
will occupy several days yet. 

The Appler Decision, 


The decision of the court martial in the case 
of Will W. Appler, a member of the Atlanta 
Rifles, charged with insubordination, was yes- 
terday transmitted to the governor for ap- 
proval. 

The documents containing the full proceed- 
ings of the court and the evidence in the case 
were quite bulky and will require some time to 
examine. On account of having to leave for 
Augusta, the papers in the case could not be 
gone through with and approved, or not, as the 
governor decides. 

The verdict, is, of course sealed and secret 
until after it receives official approval. All 
the proceedings will be gone through by Judge 
Advocate John 8S. Candler, who will deeide as 
to the admissibility of the points made in the 
case by the defendant’s attorneys. 

Building and Loan Companies. 


There are a large number of building and 
loan associations in Georgia doing business at 
present. There may be a lesser number in a 
short while. 

Among the many other laws passed by the 
last legislature was one requiring all building 
and loan associations to deposit with the state 
treasurer 75 per cent of their assets to secure 
stockholders. 

Only a few of these associations have yet 
complied with this law. Those who have not 
done so will forfeit their right to do business 
in the state if they do not do so at once.
